for the Prifoners, they being before 
all ferzed and fequeftrated by Or- 
der of the Governors: So that, the 
Defence, that is made, is at beft but a 


-mock Defence. This Abufe, my Lords, 


cit Trade with their Settlements, and 
laden with their Goods. I agree, in- 
deed, with the noble Lords who have 
fpoken on this Head, that it was 
againft the Faith of ‘Treaties, for any 
Ship commiffion’d by the King of Jbe- 
ria to attack or fearch a Li/liputian 
Ship or Veffel on the open Seas. 
But, my Lords, if after fuch a Sei- 
zure has been made, a Confifcation 
of that Ship has followed upon plain 
and inconteftable Evidence, given in 
before the Zberiaz Courts of Judica- 
ture, that fuch a Ship was concerned 
in an illicit Trade with the Iberian 
Settlements in Columbia; I fay, my 
Lords, in fuch a Ca‘e, I doubt much 
if a Minifter could entirely be juftified, 


we have complained of in the ftrong- D in reclaiming fuch a Ship, or demand- 


eft Terms at the Coart of Iberia; and 
it was, doubtlefs, much owing to ti.is 
Prattice, that the equitable Intentions 
of his Jberian Majefty have been fo of- 
ten baffled, and fo many of our Ships, 
carrying on a fair and lawful Trade, 
confifcated by the Partiality of Judges 
and Governors. We have likewile, 
my Lords, complained in the flrongeft 
Terms of the Hardthips our Merchants 
are under, who enter their Appeal to 
the Council of the Jdvies in old Jheria, 
againft the Decifion of the Governors 
in Columbia, by being deprived of 
bringing any other Evidence in their 
own Favour, but what has been al- 
ready admitted in their Courts of 
Judicature in Columbia. And there is 
great Reafon to believe that his Zbe- 
rian Majelty, both from his own equi- 
table Intentions, and from a Confidera- 
tion of the Superiority of our naval 
Force, will agree to a proper Regu- 
lation. - But there are fome Points 
pethaps which may admit of a little 
Difpute, when Things come to be 
fettied in the way of Negociation. I 
believe it will not be eaty for us to 
determine the exatt Value of our Mer-

ing an Equivalent in Money. My 
Lords, I do not mention this with any 
Defign of vindicating the Jberians in 
their Depredations, which I am fen- 
fible have been unjaft in themielves, 
as well as attended with many aggra- 
vating Circumftances. I do it only 
to fhew to your Lordfhips, that tho’ 
his Jberian Majefty is difpofed to re- 
drefs the Injuries that have been done 
us, and which, as I have fhewn to 
your Lordfhips, our Minifters have 


F complained of in the ftrongeft Terms, 


there may arife certain Points worthy 
ot being difcufs’d in an amicable Man- 
ner, and in which perhaps it may be 
neceffary as well as prudent in both 
Parties, to recede a little from the 
But, my 
Lords, when I fay this, I have not 
the moft diftant Thought, that we 
ought to give up the leatt Point of our 
Right to a free Navigation in the Co- 
lumbian Seas. ‘This, I am_ unaltera- 
bly for afferting at all Events; but I 
think, the molt proper Way to fecure 


Hit, is by thewing the World that we 


will as little fupport unwarrantable 
Practices in our Merchants, as we 
will 
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will foffer them in others. And this 
manner of Proceeding will convince 
the other Powers of Degulia, that we 
have Right as well as Power on our 
Side. But fhould we precipitately en- 
ter into a War with Iberia upon any 
doubtful Points that may remain un- 
decided betwix us, or fhould we at- 
tack them without giving them an 
Opportunity of making us Reparation 
in an amicable Way, the other Pow- 
ers of Degulia would immediately take 
the Alarm; they might look on our 
Proceeding as the Effect of a Defign, 
either to feize upon fome Part of the 
Iberian Columbia, and to annex it to 
our own Crown; or as an Attempt to 
force the Jberians to allow usa free 
Trade and Commerce with their Set- 
tlements in Columbia, Did any of our 
Degulian Neighbours, my Lords, fuf- 
pect that we had formed a Defign to 
difmember any Part of the Lherian 
Monarchy from that Crown, there is 
mot the leaft Doubt but they would 
look upon us with a very jealous Eye. 
Becaufe, as your Lordfhips know, the 
further Alienation of any Part of that 
Monarchy is firifly guarded againft 
in a feparate Article of the ‘l reaty 
of Uliralt, and’ for the Obfervance of 
this Article both we and the Bk- 
Sufcudians are Guarantees. If it were 
fafpecied, that we defigned to force 
the Jberians to allow us a free Trade 
in all its Branches to their Columbia, 
the Biefiufcudians would net fail to 
oprofe us in fuch a Defign, che 
King of Jberiz, in the fame ‘i reaty 
of U/tra/t, having laid himfelf under 
an Engegement, not to grant to the 
Subjects of any Nation of Degul a ex- 
cept hisown: And 
Monarch, by the fame Treaty, was 
obliged.to give up all Claim to the 
Exercife of any Commerce tothe /eri- 
an Settlements there. This, my Lords, 
has always been ‘ook’d upon as a 
necefiary Step towards preventing any 
one Nation tn Li from becoming 
too rich and too powerlul for the reft: 
And the preferving the fole Fight of 
Navigation and Commerce to and 
from the Jterian Setilements in Co- 


he B’etulrudi 
tne  é¢/uf/cucian 
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lumbia to the Iderians themfelves, wag 
not the Effeét fo much of the Jheriag 
Policy, as of the Jealoufy which the 
Powers of Degu/ia entertained amongft 
themfeives, leit any other fhould ac- 
quire too great a Prorerty in that va- 
luable Branch of Commerce. ‘i hey 
knew that while the Treafuses of the 
Idnies were the Property of. the Tbe. 
rians, or at leaft.while they centred in 
B Iberia, that fooner or later their Sub- 
jets muft have a proportionable Share; 
becaufe that Monarchy is deftiture of 
many of the Advantages, which*the 
other Nations of Degulia enjoy from 
their Manufactures and the Induftry 
of their Inhabitants; and that con- 
fequently it was not in the Power of 
the Jberians, let them have never fuch 
an afpiring and politic Prince at their 
Head, to monopolize thefe Treafures. 
Whereas, fliould too large a Share of 
them come into the Hands of any other 
D Nation in Degulia, whofe Situation, 
Power or Trade, render them perhaps 
already formidable to their Neigh- 
sours, they might be employed to 
Purpofes inconfiiient with the Peace 
of Degulia, and which might one 
E Day prove fatal to the Balance of 
Power, that ought to fubfift amongft 
her feveral Princes. In fuch a Cafe 
there is no doubt but that a formida- 
ble Alliance would be made againtt 
the Power thus afpiring; and thould 
the /vifferences at laft come to be made 
up by a Treaty, it would be found 
that the moft probable Way to fecure 
the general Peace, is to fuffer the Lde- 
rians to remain in the fame Situation, 
as to their Columbian Settlements, 
they are now in. I know, my Lords, 
G that in the fame Moon in which the 


‘lreaty of Uftralt was concluded, fome 
Stipulations were made in our Favoyr 
as to Columbian Trade, particu- 
larly the Contract for Importation of 


Slaves into the Jberian Iduies, which 
, was made in Confequence of the 12th 
Article of the Treaty of Commerce 
at U/tralt. Three Mooms after we 
likewile obtamed a ‘Treaty of Decla- 
ration in regard tothe faid S/aveT rade 
Which..Treaty was confirmed by the 
‘L reaty 
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Treaty of Mardit which wat concluded 
five Moons after. But, my Lords, the 
Privileges. which we gain’d by thefe 
Treaties, and the Execation of them, 
have put both our Government and 
our Merchants to great Expence and 
Trouble in their Solicitations at that 
Court; and the Obftruftions our Inter- 
efts met with there, no doubt, were 
fecretly promoted and encouraged by 
fome of our Neighbours, who, I be- 
lieve, might otherwife wifh us very 
well, but could not, for the Reafons I 
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ourfelves Lofers by our Conquefts. Sq 
that, my Lords, there is no occafion 
for any one to be furprized, that no 
violent or precipitate Meafures have 
been yet entered into agaiult Jberia, 
and that our Miniftry has hitherto en- 
deavoured rather to perfudde than to 
compell. J fay, my Lords, to perfuades 
for I think it is no hard Matter to con- 
vinee an Jberian, who knows any 
Thing of the Differences betwixt us 
and that Court, that it is for the Ad- 
vantage of his Nation, that the Mat- 


have already given, bear to fee any B ters of Difpute betwixt us fhould be 


Alteration made in the Cclumbian 
Commerce, that might endanger the 
Balance of Power which the Princes 
of Degulia have always thought fo 
neceflary to her Quiet. 

From. thefe Confiderations, my 
Lords, were there no other, I think it 
evidently appears, that to plunge our- 
felves into a War with Jberia, before 
we. left them inexcufable in their Con- 
duét towards us, would be a very im- 
politick Siep. For, if we meet with 
Succefs in {uch a War, the greater 
the Succefs, the greater will be the 
Jealoufy of our Neighbours, and the 
ftrovger -their Endeavours, either fe- 
cretly or openly, to deprive us of the Ad- 
vantages our Arms may have acquired. 


adjufted in an amicable Way. For, 
fhould the Jberians obftinately refufe 
to come into reafonable Terms, our 
Caufe would become the Caufe of all 
Degulia; every Power in it would 
look upon the Injuftice they do to 
us, as @ Prelude to what they them- 
felves are one Day to expect. This 
Conduct will convince all our Neigh- 
bours, my Lords, that we have tio 
Delign to engrofs any Part of the Zbe- 
rian Monarchy to ourfelves, with a 


D View of difturbing the Peace of De- 


gulia, or of making them more de- 
pendent upon us; for hereby they 
muit fee that we are forced into a 
War, in which we are fupported by 
Juftice; and that we are acting from 


If the War is unfucce/sful on our Side, E no Principle either of Ambition or 


it will confirm the Jécrians in their 
Refufal to do us Juftice, and gratify 
their Pride and Infolence. Kefides, 
my Lords, let our Suecefs in a War 
with Jheria be as great as- the bef 


Friend to Lilliput could with; Ip, 


am afraid, even in that Cafe, our o- 
ther Merchants would have as much 
Caufe to complain of our Courage, 
as our Columbian Merchants affect to 
do of our Forbearance. Your Lord- 
fhips are to confider that the Blefufcudi- 


Avarice, but folely from the Motives 
by which every People who underftands 
or regards their own Intereft mutt 
neceflarily be determined. It will 
likewife give his /berian Majelty Time 
to reflect both on his own Danger, 
in cafe of a Refufal, and to fee hisown 
Intereft in cafe of a Compliance s 
and if he has been impofed upon ‘by 
falfe Reprefentations from his own 
Minifters, it may open liis Eyes, and 
make him lefs fufceptible of fuch Im- 


ans, by ob‘erving an Appearance of an G preflions in Time to come, and con- 


exaét Neutrality, may run away with 
the moft gainful Branches of our Com- 
merce, which are thofe to Lu/ituia, and 
to Koranbia; our Trade to Old 
Iberia mutt be entirely in their Hands, 


fequently a more firm Ally to Li//iput. 

WhatI have faid, my Lords, [ think 
is fufficient to prove that frequent 
Applications have been made to the 
Court of /beria on the Part of his 


and our ‘rade to all other Places ty Imperial Majelly, in a Manner the 
rendered precarious by their Privateer- 
40g. Thus, in the end, we may find 


moft agreeable to Treaties, and to the 
Peace and Friendbip fubfifling between 
tie 
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the two Crowns. I hope your Lord- 
fhips are convinced that our Minifters 
both at Home and Abroad have acted 
for the Honour and Intereft of this 
Nation: And if any of your Lord- 


fhips will take the Pains to compare A 


the Remonftrances given in to the [be- 
rian Court by our Minifter there, with 
the Refolutions that are now under 
ovr Confideration, I believe it will 
be found that it was not owing to any 
Defe& of Application from the Mi- 
niftry, that we have not long fince 
had a full and ample Reftitution in 
every Point. It was owing to the 
Obftinacy of the Iberian Court, and 
that Prince’s being mifinform’d and 
impofed upon as to the Subject of 


our Difference, that they refufed us Sa- © 


tisfaétion; and it was owing to a ten- 
der Regard for the Intereit of this 
Nation, that his Imperial Majefty did 
not employ Force in order to obtain it. 
The noble Lord who {poke laf was 
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any Inclination, or any pecuniary Con: 
fideration, that we had to accommodate 
Differences with, or to prevent Depreda- 
tions upon the Lberians in Columbia, 
that we agreed to a Treaty which 
they thought fo advantageous to them- 
felves; but becaufe we were fenfible 
that if we delayed any longer to do 
them Juftice, the other Powers of Co- 
Jumbia would interpofe and exert them- 
felves in favour of the Jberians. This, 
my Lords, was the true Reafon why 
we granted them the Co/umbian Trea- 
ty; and this muft be the Cafe at all 
Times, when we or any other Power 
in Degulia thall, by the Superiority of a 
Naval Force, endanger any Part of 
the /berian Acquifitions in Columbia. 
I believe, as the noble Lord obferved, 
the Jherians at the fame time remitted 
to us the Payment of a confiderable 
Sum; but, my Lords, had there been 
no other Reafon to oblige us, we could 
eafily have found a Pretence for refu- 


pleafed to give your Lordthips an Ac- D fing the Payment of that Sum; and 


count of the Situation in which ‘Things 
were in betwixt us and Jheria, when 
the Treaty of the zoth of Chorh the 
fecond was granted. But I believe, his 
Lordthip is of Opinion that our Con- 
duct at that Time was a Proof ra- 
ther of the Power than of the Juttice, 
or Soundnels of Politicks of our 
Empire. The Jberians, itis true, were 
not then in a Condition to make Head 
againit the Power of Lilliput. But 
the other Powers of Degu/ia interfer'd, 
they grew jealous, left, if the Jberian 
Settlements fhould be ruined in Co/ym- 
bia by means of our Depredations, they 
might be deprived of the Advantages 
they drew from their Commerce with 
Old Iberia ; and tho’ at that time, 
there was no good Underftanding be- 
twixt the Blefu/cudian and the Iberian 
Courts, yet the Bécfufcudians thought it 
much more for their Intereft, that the 
Therian Settlements in Columbia fhould 
remain annexed to that Crown, than 
that any of them fhould fall into our 


G 


Hands: And it appears, that the Be/ 


gians, thofe Rivals of our ‘I rade, have 
always been of the fame Opinion. 
Therefore, my Lords, it was not from 





the fame Force that protected us againft 
their Refentment in our Depredations, 
would have proteéted us in our Refufal 
to pay what was owing to them. Their 
giving up fo confiderable a Demand 
might indeed have great influence over 
a Court, which ftood fo much in need 
of Money as that of Chor/oII. gene- 
rally did; but it is plain our principal 
Motive was, the Apprehenfions we 
were under, left our Neighbours fhould 
make the Jberian Quarrel their own. 
The noble Lord who fpoke lat, 
feemed to infinuate that the Miniftry 
had atted in a pufillanimous Manner 
by bearing fo long with the Infolence 
of the Jberiams; I hope I have fhewed, 
that the Meafures they have taken, 
have been both juft and _neceffary. 
W hat Benefits would have enfued from 
more precipitate Methods of Proceed- 
‘ing, what Advantages we could have 
propofed from rufhing into a War 
with Jberia, no Lord has yet inform- 
ed us. The Debts contraéted in the 
late War lie yet heavy on the Lili- 
putian Nation, and who but her Ene- 
mies can think with Patience of add- 

ing to the Burden? 
The 
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The Advantages, if any, that we 
fhall gain, may entail another War 
upon us, by which all Degulia may be 
fet on Fire; whatever we get by a 
War muft be by employing our Naval 
Force, either in making Conquefts in A 
Columbia, or in attacking and feizing 
the Plate Fleet. Whatever Acquifi- 
tions our Arms may gain us in Co/ym- 
bia, the Treaty for reftoring Peace, as 
Ihave fhewn, will probably take a- 
way ; and all other Nations in Degz- 
fia are too much interefted in their B 
Plate Fleet, not to unite their Endea- 
vours to fecure it from us, or, at 
leaft, to reclaim the Treafure we may 
take in thofe Ships, Any Attempt 
of this nature would endanger the 
Friendfhip of our beft Allies, and then 
I fhould not be furprized to hear our C 
Miniftry as much blamed for difoblige- 
ing our Friends, as now for encourage- 
ing our Enemies. Jt is much more 
fafe for others to cenfure and direct, 
than for Minifters to aét; and fince I 
fat in this Houfe, my Lords, when a 
War with /beria was thought juft and 
heceflary by his Majefty and the Mi- 
hiftry, it was oppofed by thofe whoare 
now loudeft in their Comp!aints againft 
pacific Meafures. This, my Lords, 
cannot but create a Sufpicion that the 
Outcries of fome againit the Govern: “ 
ment do not proceed fo much from 
a Spirit of Patriotifm as of Oppofition, 
And I believe there is nothing they fo 
much dread, as our entering into avigo- 
tous War, which would deprive them 
of the only Grounds of Oppofition that F 
the Condué of the Miniftry has left 
them. The only Thing they are 
more afraid of, is the Prevention of a 
War, by a full Conceflion of all our 
Demands: But far be it from me to 
imagine that fuch ungenerous Senti- 
ments can have infected your Lord- 
fhips, who will doubtlefs rejoyce in 
the Honour and Profperity of your 
Country, whether fecured by the Pow- 
er of victorious Arms, or the lefs 
hazardous Means of Treaty and Ne- 
gotiations.

My Lorps, 


F I rightly underftand the noble 
Nardac, he has endeavoured to 
prove that nothing more could have 
been done for the Honour of this Em- 
pire, than has been done in our prefent 
Differences with /beria by our Mini- 
fters ; and that it is not to be imputed 
to his /berian Majetty, but to his Mini- 
fters that we have not had Satisfaétion, 
Had the Injuries we fuffered, my 
Lords, been of a fhort Continuance ; 
had they been of no older Date than 
3 or 4 Moons, the noble Nardac’s Ar- 
guments might have given me a very 
favourable Impreffion of the Conduct 
of our Minifiry. I know that the 
Forms of the /berian Courts of Juttice, 
togethag with the natural Phiegm of 
that People, fabject thofe who have any 
thing depending before them, to great 
Inconvenience,and unreafonable Delays. 
But, my Lords, when I refle&t that 
we have complained, and complained 
with juftice, above 20 Moons, | cannct 
help looking on fuch Delays as an abfe- 
lute Denial of Redrefs, and cqncluding 
that the /berians intend to fell us their 
Friendfhip at no lefs Price than the 
Poffeffion of our Columbian Settlements, 
and the exclufive Sovereignty of thofe 
Seas. Every Man mutt be convinced 
of this Truth, who has had an Op- 
portunity of obferving how their Con- 
duét has varied in proportion as they 
had any Thing to hope cr to fear from 
this Empire. About 20 Moons ago 
their Infolence provoked his Imperial 
Majefty to give fuch Inftructions to his 
Admiral, as made them feel the Ef- 
fes of our Refentment for feveral 
Moons. During all that time ovr

Merchants were, [ thifik, pretty free 


from any Apprehenfions of tie /derian 
Depredations.. But no fooner had that 
Court recovered from the Contterniti- 
on, into which the Succels of our 
Arms had thrown her, and ftrengthned 


H herfelf with new Alliances, than her 


GuardaCoftas renewed their Violences, 
and we our fruitlefs Solicitations. In 
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this State Affairs continued till the 
Treaty of Sebfule. At that time; as 
your Lordfhips know, the Jberian 
Court had one favourite Point in view, 
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prefent Article, that all neceflary Or- 
ders fhall be difpatched on both 
Sides without any Delay, if they 
have not been fent already, as well for 


which fhe could never_have obtained 4 the Execution of the faid Treaties, 


without our Afliftance and Friendfhip ; 
this was the Introduction of Choro in- 
to /tlafu with 6000 Iberian Troops, 
in direét Violation of one of the prin- 
ipal Articles of the Quadruple Alli- 
ance. We even confented to this Al- 


teration, tho’ we thereby hazarded B 


the Friendfhip of our old and firm 
Ally, the 4//emannuan Emperor, who 
by that Introduétion has fince loft moft 
of the Poffeffions he enjoyed in /t/afu. 
While this Negotiation was upon the 
Carpet, and while we feemed to make 


a Difficulty of gratifying the ambitious © 


Views of the /berian Emprefs, there 
was a Ceffation of their Hoftilities : 
For in the Lift of the Captufes now 
before us, I do not fee any that were 
made during tlat time. I mention 
this, my Lords, to fhew that the Jde- 
rian Monarch can make himfelf obey’d 
by his Columbian Subje&ts and Gover- 
nors, when he has an Intereft to gratify; 
but that Motive no fooner ceafes, than 


he and his Court are contented that _ 


their Orders fhould be difobeyed, and 
their J ntentions m:funderftood, by their 
Servants and Officers; and therefore 
we can never hope for the due Exe- 
cution of any ‘lreaty with /beria in 
our favour, if we fhould leave it in her 
Power to elude it. 
my Lords, which will not admit of 
the leaft Difpute, if we confider in what 
manner thofe Artic'es of the Treaty of 
Sebfule, that were in our favour, have 
been executed. ‘The 4th Article of 


that ‘ireaty runs in the following G ftance. 


Terms: “ It having been agreed by 
‘the Preliminary Articles, that the 
Commerce of the Li/éiputian and Bie- 
Sufeudian Nations, as well in Degulia 
as in the /dvies, fhould be re-cftablifh’d 
onthe Foot of the ‘l'reaties and Con- 
ventions antecedent to the 11th Moon 
of Gorgenti the firft, and particularly, 
that the Commerce of the Lilliputian 
Nation in Columbia fhould be exercif- 


od as heretofore, it is agreed by the 


as for fupplying what may be wanting 
for the entire re-eftablifhment of Com- 
merce, on the Foot of the faid Trea- 
ties and Conventions.” How well this 
Article has been obferved, the Lift 
of Captures before your Lordfhips 
will make appear, Can it be pretended 
that, fince the Treaty of Sebfule, we 
haye enjoyed the Benefit of one Ar- 
ticle of the Treaties concluded betwixt 
us and /beria before the 11th Moon of 
Gorgenti the firft? Or rather do not the 
Circumftances with which almoft e- 
very Capture of our Ships has been 
attended, prove, that the Jderians ut- 
terly difregard thefe Treaties? On 
our fide, indeed, this Article has been 
punctually obferved, nor do I find an 


Dp inftance of any Infringement of it by 


our Subjects in Columbia, whofe Hands 
feem to have been bound up on pur- 
pofe that the Jberians might proceed in 
their Violences and Depredations with 
Impunity. 

By other Articles of the fame Treaty 
it appears, that the /berians were even 
then determined that we fhould not 
reap any Advantage from it, longer 
than till their own Purpofes were 
ferved. Had we infifted upon, and 
obtained an immediate Reparation of 


This is a Point, Fthe Damages our Merchants then 


complained of, that could never have 
anfwered the Intentions of the Jberi- 
ans, which were to put off this 
Point till they had got their favourite 
Scheme brought about by our Afii- 
Accordingly by the 6th Ar- 
ticle of the fame ‘I’reaty we find, that 
“ Commiflaries fhould be nominated 
with fufficient Powers on the part of 
their Liljiputian and Iberian Majetties, 
who fhall aflemble at the Court of 
Jberia, within the Space of four 
Months after the Exchange of the Ra- 
tifications of the prefent ‘Treaty, oF 
fooner if it can be done, to examine 
and decide what concerns the Ships 


and Effeéts taken at Sea on either fide, 
w 
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to the Time fpecified in the preceding 
Article. The faid Commiflaries fhall 
likewife examine, and decide, accord- 
ing to the Treaties, the refpective 
Pretenfions which relate to the Abufes 
that are fuppofed to have been com- 
mitted in Commerce, as well in the 
Idnies as in Degulia, and all the other 
refpective Pretenfions in Columbia, 
founded on Treaties, whether with re- 
fpeét to the Limits or otherwife. The 
faid Commiffaries fhall likewife difcufs 
and decide the Pretenfions which his 
Lberian Majefty may have, by Virtue 
of the Treaty of the 7th of Gorgenti 
the firft, for the Reftitution of the Ships 
taken by the Lil/iputian Fleet in the 
sth of Gorgenti the firft. And the 
faid Commiffaries, after having exa- 
mined, difcuffed,and decided the above- 
faid Points and Pretenfions, thal] make 
a Report of their Proceedings to their 
Lilliputian and Iberian Maijetties, who 


promife that, within the Space of fix 


Months after the making of the faid “ merce. 


Report, they will caufe to be executed, 
pundtually and exattly, what fhall 
have been fo decided by the faid Com- 
miffaries.”’ 

This Article, my Lords, feems to 
have been inferted into the ‘Treaty, on 
purpofe, that all the Advantages we 
could expect by it might be fruiirated. 
Before the Commiflar‘es could meet 
and decide upon the feveral Pretenfi- 
ons of the contracting Powers, the 
Iberians were fure the Vefign they pro- 
pofed by the Treaty would be effected. 
Accordingly we found that no fooner 
had our Arms and Counfels introduced 
Pr. Chorlo into It/afcu, than new Difk- 
culties againit the; Meeting of the Com- 
miffaries were ftarted ; and when they 
met, not one Point that concerned the 
Purpofe of their Mecting was adjufted. 
And, my Lords, it is remarkable that 
tho’ the 8th Article of the fame | reaty 
gives the Commiflaries 3 Moons from 
the Signing of the Treaty to finith 
their Commiffion, yet by the gth Ar-

Time. Allthefe Circumflances, when 
compared together, muft give every 
one very ftrong IncJinations to believe 
that the Jberiams never meant to ful- 
fil one Article of that Treaty, fo far 
as it was in our favour; and I cannot 
help thinking that our Minifters, both 
here and at the JberianCourt, have 
been monttroufly impo‘ed upon, in not 
obtaining from the /berian; clear and 
explicit Reafons why that ‘Treaty 
was not fulfilled on their Parts as well 
as it hasbeen on ours. Had this, my 
Lords, been done, his Majelty and his 
Senate might haye judged what Mea- 
fures were neceflary to oblige the 
Iberians to regard the Faith of ‘Trea- 


c ties, and our Minifters flood fo far ac-

quitted. This way of Proceeding 
muift Jikewife have prevented the 
fcandalous Infults that have wounded 
the Honour of this Empire, and the 
unjult Depredations that have almoft 
dettroyed the Freedom of her Com- 
And, my Lords, tho’ it 
fhould be granted, that the Applicati- 
ons made onthe part of his Imperial 
Majelty at the Court of Jberia have 
been in the Manner she moff agreeable 
to Treatic¢s, yet give me leave tofay, 
they have not been made in the Man- 
ner that was molt agrecabie co the 
Senfe and the Intereft of this Empire. 

The noble Nardac {eemed to be of 
Opinion that if we fhou!d now enter 
into a War with Jberia, we might 
awaken the Jealoufy, and draw upon 
us the ill Offices of the other Powers 
in Degulia My Lords, I am far 
from thinking War eligib’e when it is 
not neceflary ; but if it cannot be de- 
nied to be fometimes neceflary, let the 


_noble Nardac fhew us when it can be 


S 


more fo, than at prefent: If his Argu- 
ment proves that we mult not soy 
aflert our Rights by Arms, it proves 
equally that we mult never affert ch 
i am entirely of his Grace’s Opinia 
that the Prefervation of the 
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Privileges of the Li/liputian Com- 
merce? Or why fhould we imagine that 
the Degulian Princes fhould re‘ent the 
Inforcement of ‘lreaties in which 
themfelves concurred? Neither theCa- 
pacity of our Negociators, nor the 
Honefly of our Neighbours are much 
complimented by this Suppofition. I 
thin we have already given fufficient 
Proofs that neither Avarice nor Am- 
bition have any Share in our Demands 
upon Jheria; nor is it to be imagined, 
if our Miniflers had talked in a higher 
Strain, that Plefufu anc Belgia, the 
Powers which the noble Nardac feems 
moft to apprehend, would have been 
jealous of any Attempt to difmember 
the J/berian Monarchy. The firft of 
thefe Powers feems at prefent too in- 
tent upon other Purfuits, to meddle in 
any commercial Differences betwixt us 
and /beria; andI believe fhe has en- 
rered into no private Stipulations to 
favour that Crown, incale of a Rup- 
ture ; for how could fuch Stipulations 
have efcaped the Vigilance of our Mi- 
nifters ? The noble Nardac himf(elf 
gave usa very good Reafon to believe, 
that the Blefufudians would continue 
neutral; which is, That they cannot 
gain fo much by making themielves 
Parties in the War, as they may gain 
by obferving an exact Neutrality, as 
they have thereby an Opportunity of 
engrofling the moft valuable Branches 
of our Commerce with Lu/fituia, lbe- 
ria, andthe Koranbecs. So that if this 
Argument of the noble Nardac’s be 
good, we could have had nothing to 
apprehend from ary immediate Inter- 
pofition of the B/efufudians in favour 
of /beria. But I think even this Fear 
is chimerical; for tho’ during the heat of 
War our Commerce in thofe Parts 
might be interrupted, yet it muft foon 
return to its former Channel. TheLu/t- 
wians would be guilty of the mofl egre- 
gious Folly and Ingratitude, fliculd they 
fuffer any other Nation in Degulia to 
rival us in Trade with them. The 


Jberians themfelves muft purchafe our 
Ccmmodities; which has given rife to 
this Proverb in Jbevia, Peace with 
Lilliput, and War with all the World 





befides. And, my Lords, as toour Ko- 
ranbia Trade, I do not fee what the 
Blefufcudians could have done more in 
a time of War w.th Jberia to fupplant 
us there, than they are doing every Day. 
The Belgians on the other hand have 
long complained of the fame Treat. 
ment from /beria that we complain of, 
and fhould we enter into a War with 
Iberia, all the Rules of Policy oblige 
them to fecond our Attempts. I be- 
B lieve indeed that the prefent Situation of 
their publiclk A ffairs, is fuch as deprives 
them of the Means of giving us that 
Affiftance which both their Inclinations 
and Interefts dire. But J dare fay, 
my Lords, that if they are notable to 
~ afford us their good Offices, we 
fhall have no reafon to be afraid of 
their ill ones. However, badas their 
Circumflances may appear, if my In- 
formation is true, they have not put 
up with the Depredations and !nfults 
of the Jberians fo tamely as fome of 
their Neighbours, who are much 
more capable of doing themfelves 
Juftice. Nor can ! hear that their 
Conduct has been as yet attended with 
any bad Confequences; and if, my 
Lords, there were any Danger of their 


E repenting of the Refolution with 


which they have ated, I think we 
ought to aflift them as much as poflible. 
But I believe their Conduét may have 
a contrary Effect ; and may make the 
Iberians fenfible how dangerous it is to 
provoke a People who have no other 
means of fubfifting but Commerce, and 
whofe Merchants are the Support of 
their State. 
As to the Inftances the noble Nar- 
dac gave, in which it may be neceflary 
_ to yield a little from the Rigour of our 
Demands; fo far as I have looked 
into the Lift of Captures, and the Pa- 
pers lying before us, I cannot find that 
any Lilliputian Ship, feiz’d by the 
Iberians, upon the firiftelt Examina- 
tion, appears to have been concern’d 
yin the prohibited ‘i rade with their Set- 
tlements. I fee, indeed,many Inftances 
of our Ships and Men being feiz’d, 
againft whom nothing can be pretend- 
ed but that they were within Sight of 
gne 
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the Iberian Coaft; I fee that others 
were feiz’d for Reafons ftill more frivo/ 
lous, and feveral for no Reafon at all ; 
at leaft, for no other Reafon than that 
they were Lilliputian Veflels: And, 
my Lords, granting it is true, as the A 
noble Nardac alleges, that fome of 
our Merchants carry on a prohibited 
Trade in the Jherian Columbia, that 
can never take away the Juftice of en- 
tering intoa War, in order to force the 


Iberians to obferve their Faith, and toB 


indemnify the fair Traders of our Em- 
pire, whom they have robb d and plun- 
der’d. For 1 will fuppofe that if 
any of the Subjeéts of Lil/iput have 
been concerned in fuch illicit i rade, the 


Iberian Governors have done all they | 


could to prevent it, and have feiz’d 
their Veilels as often as they have had 
Opportunity. But thefe Inftances ne- 
ver can become a national Concern, be- 
caufe it is ho more than if a Govern- 
ment were to punifh a Highwayman or 
a Pyrate. Befides, my Lords, I can- 


not underftand the Law of punifhing a p 


Man, and thentrying him; for fuch, I 
apprehend, is the Cafe which the noble 
Nardac brought to prove that there was 
a Neceflity to treat with the Lberians 
before we fight with them. If an Jbe- 
rian Guarda Cofta fhould, in a fufpect- 


ed Latitude, board, and make Prize ¢ 


of a Lilliputian Veffel, and when the 
Procefs of Confifcation comes to be car- 
ried on, if it fhouli appear that the 
Goods on boaed the Li/iiputian Veflel 
had been taken in at one of the Jée- 
rian Ports in Columbia; I fhall not 
enter into the Difpute how far fuch a 
Ship became alawful Prize; but I think 
it can admit of no Difpute, that the 
Owners and Crew of that Ship were 
punifh’d before they were try’d: For I 
take it to bea very great Hardfhip put 


upon the Malter and Crew of a Veffel, G 


that they are ftopp’d from proceeJing 
on their Voyage, and fhould be glad 
to know, if it had appear’d that fuch a 
Veffel had not been concern’d in an illi- 
cit Trade, how her Owners could 
have recovered Damages from the /be- 
rians. ‘\herefore, my Lords, tho’ I 
know that the firft Refolution we have 
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come to, may prevent the Jderian Prac- 
tice of ftopping and fearching our Vef- 
fels on any Pretence whatfoever for the 
future, yet I cannot fee why our Mini- 
ftry fhould not havefent, in plainT erms, 
to the Iberian Court, that there is not 
one Inftance of their Depredations for 
which we require Reparation, that was 
not a direét Breach of their Friendfhip 
with us; and, my Lords, tho’ I am 
far from thinking that any one of thefe 
Tnftances was a fufficient Reafon for our 
Breaking with Jberia, yet I think that 
if that Court pretended to juftify any of 
the Captures that appears in the Lift 
before us, we had acted both prudently 
and honeftly had we fore’d them to 
have renounc’d their Claim ; becaufe 
there can be no Reafons given for their 
making Prize of any one of thefe Vef- 
fels that won't equally juftify their ma- 
king Prize of all the Merchantmen his 
Imperial Majeity has in his Ports, 

‘the noble Nardac was pleas’d to give 
us an Account, from the Copies of the 
Memorials lying before us, of the In- 
ftances made by our Minifter at the 
Court of /deria; and his Grace feem’d 
to be of Opinion, that nothing was 
omitted by him that could be urg’d in 
favour of our Merchants. My Lords, 
I fhall for once grant that this is Fa&. 
But give‘me Leave to fay that the [be- 
vians are, for that Reafon, the more 
inexcufable; and we might have been 
more cafily juftified, had we proceeded 
to other Arguments than thofe in the 
Infiructions and Memorials. ‘There- 
fore, upon the whole, I cannot help 
being of Opinion, that we have not 
acted, in this Affair, with that Vigour 
and Refolution, which the Dignity of 
our Crown, or the Importance of the 
Affair requir'd: But where the Fault 
lies, I fhali not pretend to point out. 


He was anfwered by the Hurgo Heryef, 
who {poke thus : 
My Lorps, 

Beg Leave to obferve, that the 
noble Lord, who tpoke laft, feems 

to have loft View of the principal 
Intention of the Refolutions now before 
us; which is, if I am not miftaken, 
to

Bafjs of any future Negotiation with 
Iberia; and at the fame time, to 
give his Majefty the ftrongeft Afluran- 
ces of our Refolution to ftand by him 
in thofe Meafures he fhall judge moft 
effeftual for preferving our Rights of 
Commerce, and obtaining Satisfa¢tion 
for the Damages that our Merchants

humbly prefume that at prefent we

Words of our Memorial prefented to 
the Iberian Court, that we have, in 
the ftrongeft Terms, afferted our Claim 
to a free and uninterrupted Navigation 
in the Columbian Seas; and this I 
think the noble Lord who fpoke laft 
feem’d to allow, for his Lordfhip did 
not mention any particular Points in 
which their Reprefentations to that 
Purpofe were defective. But, fays 
the noble Lord, why were we con- 
tented with giving in Memorials and 
Reprefentations ? Or why did we foE 
tamely bear the Breach of the ‘l'reaty 

of Sebfule? This, my Lords, I take 

to be the whole of what his Lordthip 

has infifted on; and, in my Opinion, 

it admits of a very fhort Anfwer. Im- 

mediately after that Treaty, the Af- fp 
fairs of Degulia, from Contingencies 
that were unavoidable, and impoflible 
to be forefeen, took a very unexpected 
Turn: Such a ‘lurn, my Lords, as 
. rendered it highly unadvifable in us 
to enter into an immediate War with 
Iberia. But, my Lords, tho’ our 
Forbearance might perhaps have but 
too much encouraged them in their 
Jnterruption of our Columbian Trade, 
this Encouragement was amply com- 
penfated by an Increafe of our ‘lrade, 
which by means of our Neutrality we 
enjoy’d with other Places of the World, 
while moft ef our Neighbours were. in- 
volv’d in Quarrels with one another. 
Thus our Claim upon the /berians was 





fore the feveral Lofles our Merchants 
complain of had been verified upon a 
Senatorial Enquiry. I fhall readily al- 
low that they are now properly 
vouch’d, and that the Miniftry will 
act a Part very inconfiftent with the 
Good of the Empire, if they do not 
exert themfelves in fuch a Manner 
as may procure us ample Satisfa¢tion. 
But if this is obtaind by Negocia- 
tion, it muft be much more agreeable 
to thofe who have the Intereit of 
their Couutry alone at Heart, than 
if, in order to obtain it, we rufh 
into a War, of which nobody can 
forefee the Confequences. His Maijefty, 
by the feafonable Preparations he has 
made, and the Orders he has given, 
will make Iberia and all the World fen- 
fible that he is refolv’d upon the Alter- 
native, either of obtaining an advan- 
tagcous Peace, or entering into an im- 
mediate War. And, my Lords, we 
have the Pleafure of fecing that his 


G Majetty’s Conduét has had one gaod 


Effeét, by inducing his Iberian Majefty 
to give Orders for releafing fuch of our 
Sailors as were imprifon'd. This, my 
Lords, made aconfiderable Article of 
our Merchants Complaints, and why 
may we not hope for as effetual a Re- 
dre.s as to the other Articles ? Or, why 
fhould any Lord make any Difficulty 
of agreeing to a Refolution, which 1s 
fo flrongly fupported by the Papers 
lying vupon our ‘Table? Our ging 
tne 
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the World reafon to fufpect that his 
Imperial Majefty is ill ferv’d by his 
Minifters, when the contrary appears 
fo evidently, can never contribute to 
the Recovery of our Honour, and the 


Difcouragement of our Enemies. And 4 


T cannot but be of the noble Lord’s 
Opinion, who faid that our Unanimity 
in this Affair was the moft effectual 
Expedient for promoting our Interett.

‘ Mohair, by prohibiting the wearing

‘Confequence of which, and other 
‘Aas of the like Tendency, many 
‘ thoufands of Families were preparing

tolerable Impofitions and Frauds that 
may be practifed by Tradefmen. We 
had a remarkable Inftance, Sir, how 
eafily this Fraud may be prattifed, 
in the Evidence given in at the Bar of 
this Houfe, by fome of the principal 
Witneffes brought to fupport the Argu- 
ments'of the Counfel againft the Bill. 
When a Parcel of Buttons was laid’ 
before them, fome woven in the Loom, p 
others made of Shreds of Camblet 
and other fuch Stuffs, tho’ it was pre- 
tended that the one might be eafily 
diftinguifhed from the other, yet none 
of the Evidences could pofitively fay 
which was the one or which was the 
other, till ‘they had looked to that E 
Part af the Button, that is fowed to 
the Coat; and not even then without 
great Difficulty ; for fome of them 
were obliged to go to the Light, in 
order to view them more narrowly, 
and after all fome of them were 
miltaken, and others could not pofi 
tively diftinguith them. If it was fo 
hard, Sir, for thefe Evidences, who 
are themfelves Vanufa€turers and Deal- 
ers in woven Buttons, how hard mott 
it be to me, or another Man who 
knows nothing of the Matter! Lut, G 
Sir, befides. this Inconvenience to par-: 
ticular Perfons, fuch a Prattice {mutt 
foon very much affect the ‘Irade of the 
Empire in general. The Prattice «f 
making Buttons of Shreds of Staff 
will. in a short ‘iime become common 
amongit. our lower and midling Sort 
o° People, and do great Prejudice 
both to the Exportation of our Wool- 


len ManufaAtures, and to the numerous 
Dealers in Need'e-work Buttons at 
Home: By diminifhing the demand 
for raw Silk and’ Mohair, we ciminifh 
the Exports of our Woollen Goods ; 
and by Encourageing wovca Buttons, 
we endanger the Sale of the Com- 
modities in foreign’ Markets ; and 
thereby we may diminifh another 
Branch of ‘our Exports. For, Sir, 
let us fuppofe that a foreign Dealer 
gives Commiffion to his Factor here 
for a Parcel of Buttons; the Factor, 
either’ through’ Ignorance or Defign, 
fends him Buttons covered with Shreds 
of Camblet’ or other Stuff, inficad of 


Buttons woven in the Loom. Is it 


not plain, Sir, that fuch a Prattice 
muft foon prove the ruin of this 
Branch of Trade, and futirely fink the 
Credit of thofe who deal in it in fo- 
reign Markets? But this, Sir, is not 
the only bad Confequence that will at- 
tend our not pafling this Bill into a 
Law. It will be evident to any 
Gentleman, who fhall take the trouble 
of reading former Acts that have pafled 
on this head, that in pa‘fing them, the 
Le.iflature had an Eye not only to the 
Encouragement of the Confamption of 
Raw Siik and Mohair, and the Ex- 
portation of our Staple Commodities, 
but likewife to the Employment and 
Subfiftence of many thoufands of Men 
Women and Children, who muft 
have been very burdenfom to the 
Publick, had it not been for the 
Needle-work Manufacture. And give 
me leave to fay, Sir, that if the com- 
mon Maxim is true, that, that Manu- 
facture is moft profitable for a Nation 
which employs the greateft number of 
Hands; the Manufacture of Needle- 
york Buttons deferves the Attention 
and Encouragement of the Senate per- 
haps better than any other in the Em- 
pire. For in the Preamble of the 
Act of the roth of Wimzul, no lefs 
than five dificrent kinds of Workers 
are mentioncd to be employed in 
preparing the Materials for making 
the Buttons. ‘Therefore, Sir, | think 
by all the Rules of good Policy, we

Embaf- 
fador for his Prince, and a zealous Adyo- 
cate for his Client. He delights, while he 
inftruats, and makes you fee and feel 
what he deferibes: While you read him, B 
cannot ‘but’ fancy you converfe with 
the beft Perfons of Quality and Note in 
Rome, and live in thole very Times... He 
was a.compleat Mafter of Books and Po- 
liticks, and knew fo well how to make 
the one fubfervient to rhe other, or both 
conliftent, as to have render’d them cafy C 
and pleafanr to himfelf. He was curiouf- 
ly inguifitive and exact concerning every 
Thing remarkable, cither in Nature or 
human Affairs. A Philofopher, but not 
a ftarch’d one; who liv’d by Reafon and 
Senfe, not by Paffion and Humour; born 
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noble, his Thoughts good and vitruous. 
He fpeaks honourably of Virtue and Re- 
ligion, and of all chat is wife,and decent ; 
bie rebukes Vice, and derides Folly : And, 
to fhew he was in earneft, built and de- 
dicated a Temple at his own Expenee. 
In his publick Pofts..and Offices he knew 
how .to preferve State and Character, but 
lov'd to be retir’d and familiar with 
Friends. He made a confiderable Figure 
(I believe, one of the firft) in the Senzte- 
Houfe, and govern’d a Province wich 
Care and Henours upon which Account 
he was highly efteem’d by all Men of 
Senfe, and perhaps by none more than 
his Emperor, between whom and him- 
{elf while he refided in his Province, 
there paft Abundance of Letters’ whic 
are fill extant, and well worthy of tead- 
ing. As I think no Man ever labour’d 
more in a publick Station and Capacity 
for promoting the Welfare and Happinels 
of his Country and Friends, {0 no Man 
better employ’d his Retirement for the 
Prefervation of Health and Improvemenc 
of Underftanding. 

His Genius was not inclin’d to Severity 
and Satire, for there are few Inftances of 


for the Service of others more than him- D jt through all his Lettcrs ; and yet was 


felt; abounding in Humanity and Good- 
nature, as well as in Wifdom and Learn- 
ing, . Tho’ his Speculations were. fine and 
uncommon, his Manners and Actions 
were preferable. Of his own natural 
Impulle he endeavour’d to raife the For- 
tunes of his Friends and Acquaintance, 
thar he might make them eafy to them- E 
felves, and ufeful to their Country. He 
did all the Good he could, even more than 
he was ask’d and expected, and did it a& 
ter a moft engaging, free, generous Man- 
ner; but not fo much as his Nature de- 
figa’d and defir’d. The young Gentlemen 
and.Ladies ot high Birth, or great Parts, F 
or Gignal Virtues, but withal of {mall 
Fortunes ; the diftrefs’d Officers, rhe im- 
peach’d Governors of Provinces, (if he 
thought ‘them innocent) the poor Scho- 
lars, ‘and the Vittuofo’s, who tell ‘within 
the Compafs of his Knowledge, (and 
what worthy. Perfor, through rhe whole 
Empire did not fuch an a¢tive and difcern- G 
ing Genius difcover!) were all of them 
in their Turns relieved, protected, or ad- 
vane'd, either by his skill in Law and ° 
Oratory, or by his Intereft in the Senate 
and the Court, or by large and generous 
Gifts out of his own Purfe and Eitate. 


He could not endure to be idle, it was Shin 


contrary to § Habit of his Education and 
es but was alwaysemploy'd either inBu- 
finefs or Study, in Speaking or Canvalfling, 
in Writing or Reading, in Diverlions or 
Travel. His Mind was truely great and 


capable of ‘it, as appears by the biter In- 
vetive in fome of them againit one 
Regulus. 

e writes with Strength and Vivacity, 
is familiar and friendiy, genteel and re- 
{peattul. His Thoughts are jufl arid ele- 
gant, his Turns witty and polite, ‘his 
Stile clear and concife. He is atraid of 
being tedious and impertinent, and there» 
fore ufes no Words that are fuperfluous. 
He leaves many Subjects before he hath 
finifh’d all he could fay: But fo leaves 
them, that yuu plainly perceive he could 
have faid more, and can almoft guefs 
what he would have faid. As he had a 
natural Talent for Bufinefs and Corre- 
{ponderce, fo; no one had a more admira- 
ble Dexterity in writing Letters, necef- 
fary for doing the one, and preferving 
the other. And truely none could expect 
or receive a better Reward; for, what 
he much defir’d and even foretold, rhey 
have made him immortal ; when his great 
Riches, Honours, and Interefts are loft 
and perifh’d many hundred Years fince.

1.:I take it for granted} that’ the firft Set 
of Lay-nortconformifts: (for, I''think; oor 
Clergy are not immediately concerned in thefe 
Aéts: ) -diffented from the’eftablithed "Churehy 
and feparated, or rather withheld them{elves from 
her Communion, from Motives purely religi- 
ous, vi%. for the Sake of a purer Worthip, a 
more, fpiritual Difcipline, 4 better Teaching, 
7. € More advantageoufly to promote, and more 
effectually to. fecure, the’ Salvation of their 
Souls: F hope, this is the Cafe with all Dif- 
fenters'at the prefent Day: Thefearethe Motives 
of my own Difiént, nor could I juftify:my Con- 
duét therein on any other Grounds, But our 
Liberties, fo far as they conduce, or any way 
relate to our {piritual Profperity, and eternal 
Happinefs, through the Mercy of God, and 
the Clemency of our Governors, are not only 
untouched, but well fecured to us. ‘There 
fore, with regard to the principal and main 
Grounds of our Diffent, with regard to our 
beft, and moft important. Interefts, we are no 
more concerned in the Repeal, than the reft 
of the Nation. Let us therefore ‘thankfully 
accept, and diligently improve the Liberties 
and Privileges we enjoy. Let us evidence the 
ConfcientioutnefS of our Ditient, by our peace- 
able Contentment in lower: Stations, with .fuch 
Things as we bave, nor envy Church-men their 
fuperior Dignities. . Let us neither thirft after, 
nor emulate worldly Pomp; but, {eek that Ho- 
nour which cometh from God only. 

2. Thefe vehement Stragglings for the Re- 
peal, do, in my Opinion, inter a greater Odium 
on the Diffenters, than the Atts themfelves, 
which they would have repealed. No body 
doubts the fincere and firm Attachment of the 
Body of Diflenters, of all Denominations, to 
the prefent Royal Family ; or his Majetty’s 
Coniidence in them; or that their Abilities to 
ferve him, whether natural or acquired, are 
equal to thofe of their Neighbours. ‘To how 
much shen does the fuppofed Odium, _arifing 
from thefe Aéts, in reality amount? But this 
their Conduét impeacheés then of afpiring, am- 
bitious, avaritious Defires. You think to acquit 
yourfelves of fuch a Charge, by’ ‘pleading your 
Abhorrence of the fore-mentioned Profanation, 
&c, and’a laudable Zeal for a ‘further Reforma- 
tion + But let me tell you, how'much, and'tiow 
often foever you may allege ‘thefe to be’ your 
genuine Motives, and how juft foever thefe' Al- 
legations may be, the World will judge that 
5 be other Views which: excite all this 
ife anid Buftle. And I hope you will agree 
with me, that'a Charge of Ambition; or Ava- 
rice, t00 mutch countefasded by their own’ Con- 
duét, ém more Cdibus, ‘té Perfors whe 
Profeflion 'reanires a diftinenifhed Mortification 
to worldly Grandeur, than any ill-grounded

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Conclufions, drawn from oppreflive A&s of 
Parliament. 

g. Theprefent Life is a State of Trial ; and 
ités the Will of God, that in the prefent State 
his Servants thould. be tried. He therefore, in 
the Courfe of his Providence, gives them Occa- 
fions for the: Exercife of every Chriftian: Grace 
and Virtue, that, their Light may thine before 
Men, to their Conviétion, their own Self-ap- 
probation and Comfort, and God’s Glory, For 
this; among other Reafons, it was permitted 
that the Seét of the Nazarenes fhould be every 
where fpoken againft: And it is for the fame 
Reafon, that all that will live godly in Chrift 
Tefus thall fuffer Perfecution. Poffibly, there- 
tore, in this. Day of extenfive Liberty, God is 
pleafed to fufter this Teft (or Brand of Infamy, 
as fome will call it) to abide, that by fome evi- 
dent Self-denial, Diffenters might have an Oc- 
cafion of teftifyiug to the World the Sincerity of 
their Diffent from human Inventions. Perhaps, 
I fay, it is his Will; not that his moft facred 
Inftitution fhould be profaned, and proftituted to 
ferve low'fecular Ends ; (let the Guilt of that lie 
whiere it is due 3) ‘but that Diffenters fhould have 
ant Opportunity of approving the Sincerity of 
thei Conduét, and of evidencing their difinter- 
efted: Zeal for the Purity of Divine Worthip, by 
agenerous, pious Contempt of Places of ternpo- 
ral Power, or Profit ; which would.be entirely 
removed, were we in every Point on a Level 
with the Members of the National Church, The 
Counfel therefore of Gamaliel, mutatis mutandis, 
feems to be good ‘in this Cafe, ‘* Let this Mat- 
“ ter-alone —~—— left baply ye be found even to 
“ fight againft God.” 

4 According to: the beft Intelligence I have 
gained, whatever: Inftances of Lenity, .or Fa 
vour, have been granted us by the Government, 
fine the infamous. Bartholomew-Act 5 fuch as 
Remiffions of the Severity of penal Laws, . whilft 
in force againft us 3 the Indulgences granted us 
in the Reigns of K. Chari’s, and K. James ; 
the Eftablifhment of. the Toleration in K. Wil- 
‘nel and the Repeal of the Schifm-A& in the 
ate’ K, George’s, have ail been procured for us 
by remarkalsle Interpofitions of Divine Provi- 
dence. .As thefe.are evidently oppreflive Laws, 
I do, believe they, will fume time or other be 
taken away :, ButJet.ug wait God’s Time, which 
is certainly the fitteft, Time, Let us not carve 
for ourfelves, nor take the Work into. our 
own, out of the belt.

Ends, as the fanguine Hopes of 
many are ready to fuggeft. Thole who are mot 
forward.in this Matter feem to be mighty 
zealous for the Diffenters, confidered as a Party. 
For my part, Lam no Friend to Party-Zeal; } 
do not think Party-Zeal commendable ina Dif 
fenter, or that it has ever done us. any Service, 
The Diffenters, confidered as a Party, are no 
more to me than fomé other Parties. Could 
I.apprehend, that the fo much defired Repzal 
woud have an evident Tendency to promote real, 
Vital Godlinefs, ox even a geneial Reformgtion 
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of Manners, I confefs, I thould more ardently 
defire it. ‘The former is not fo much as pre- 
fumed ; but many indeed profefs a great Con- 
cern, and are’ ready from hence to hope, for « 
more zealous Suppreffion of Immoralities, and’a 
more impartial Diftribution of Juftice;' ‘Thele 
are very laudable Ends, and mach wanted.) ‘But 
I am afraid could Diffenters get into. Places .of 
Power and Truft, their Heads like other:Men’s 
would be apt to grow giddy ; and that, at, leaft, 
if they retained their Integrity, they would be 
very apt to relax their feeming Zeal: Worldly 
Honour is a dangerous Smare, efpecially to Per~ 
B fons bred in low Life ; and T am afraid, as to the 
moft, would neither contribute'to the Purity df 
their Hearts, or Lives; nay, it were well ‘if 
it fhould not render them lefs pious, and Jefe 
virtuous. And, as a City fet on a Hill cavnar 
be bid, fo their. AGtions being render’d more 
publick, would be more. narrowly examin’ds 
and every Miftake they made, magnified into a 
. Crime ; by means whereof many might be af- 
~ fended, and the greater RRicrdach brought upoa 
their Chriftian Profefiion. ; 
Thefe (Sir) ate fome of my Reafons, for be- 
ing againft the: Diffenters fo vigoroufly profettit- 
ing a Repeal of thofe obnoxious Acts’; which 
you are welcome to-make your own ‘Ufe of.) 
do not expect any Thanks for them from the 
moft of the Diffepters 5, but I know, that many, 
wile, confidering.Perfong are on my Side of the 
Queftion ;' and more, I hope, will spel, the 
Force of thefs Reafonings.

N_ .thefe Forefts there are almoftas . 
many fallen Trees as ftanding. The 

Soil, after it has reared them to a certaip 

¥ fleight, no longer turnifhing the proper 
Nourifhment, nor deep enough to allow 
them to take firm Root, the leaft Blatt 
of Wind overfets them; and in all thele 
Woods one fees nothing but Firrs and 
Birches thus rooted out. The Wood of 
the latter Time reduces to Duft, withour 

G at all affeCting the Bark ; which the 
Swedes ufe to cover their Houfes... As 
by Reafon of the great Flies, there 
is no living in Summer wirhout Smoke, 
and the Mofs and Firrs are fo combufti- 
bie, a Fire often kindles and {preads over 
thoufands of Acres.—At length they 
reach’d a 3d Lake, of the fineft Water 
that can be imagin’d, where they ferry’d 
over to the Foot of the Mountain Niemi,

ficulties we had to overcome in gettin 
thither, gave it the Air of an enchante 
Ifland. in a Romance; and indeed | 
where but in Lapland it would be a mo 
delectable Place. On one hand you fee 
a Grove of Trees rife from a Plain, 
. fmoorh and level as the Walks of a Gar- 
den, and at {uch eafy Diftances, as neither 
toembarrafs the Walks, nor thie Profpect 
of the Lake that wafhes the Foot of the 
Mountain. On the other you have A- 
partments of different Sizes, that feem 
artificially cut in the Rock, and to want 
only.a Roof to compleat them; and. the 
Rocks theméfclves {0 perpendicular, fo 
high, and fo {mooth, that you would take 
them for the Watis-of an unfinifh’d Palace 
gather than.the Worle of Nature. From 
this Height they had occafion feveral 
times to fee thofe Vapours rife from the 
Lake, which the People call Halrios, and 
which they take for the Guardian Spirits 
of the Mountains. They had been frighted 
with Stories of Bears that haunted this 
Place, but faw none: It feemed rather a 
Place of Refort for Fairies and Genii than 
for Bears. On the Banks of the Zenglio 
in Auguft, grew Rofes of as lively a Ked 
as any in France.—Their feveral Courfes 
in the 63 Days {pent in the Defarts had 
mow furnifhed them with a compleat Set 
of Triangles The Mountains with the 
Church ot Torneo had formed a Figure in- 
‘clofed on every Side, within which lay 
Horrilakere as a Sort of Center, where 
the feveral Triangles that coniticuted it 
met, and the Figure itfelf was an oblong 
Heptagon in the Direétion of the Meri- 
dian, terminated by the Spire of the 
Church of Terneo to the South, and the 
Signal of Kietis tothe North. Near the 
Middle of the Heptagon lay their Bafe, 
the longett that was ever ufed, and in the 
laineft Surface, feeing it was upon the 
ce of the River they were to meafure it. 
But firft, to determine the Arc of the 
Meridian between Torneo and Kittis, with 
the greateft Nicery, they had procured a 
Seétor of 9 Foot Radius made at London 
under the Direétion of Mr Graham. They 
began their Operation Sept. 30, at Kittis, 
and carry’d them on from Place to Piace, 
till they arriv’d at Torneo, Off, 28. They 
had nothing now to do bur to meafure 
their Bafe on the frozen River; and ac- 
cordingly began on the Day of the Winter

above the Horizon to. 
But the long T'wilights, 


the Whitenefs ot the Snow, and the Me- 
tcors continually blazing in the Sky, af- 
forded Light enough to work 4 or 5 
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Hours every Day They were forced to 
waik in Snow two Foot deep, with heavy 
Poles in their Hands, in a Cold fo extreme, 
that whenever they would take a little 
Brandy, the only thing that would keep 
A liquid, their Tongues and Lips froze ta 
the Cup; end came away bloody. Det. 27, 
the Author, with another, undertook to 
take the Height of an Object they had 
forgotten to meafute. It was ona very high 
Mountain, full of Rocks, that lie hid in 
Snow, as well as their Cavities, wherein 
p you. may fink thro’ a Cruit of Snow as 
into an Abyfs.. There are two Ways of 
palling § Snow: One by walking, or rather 
fliding along upon two ftrait Boards. Foot 
in Length, which the Laplanders ule to 
keép them from finking into it; but 
this requires long Practice: The other 
by trufting to a Rain-deer, who is ufed 
to perform fuch Journeys. The Machine 
thefe Animals draw is a. Sort of Boat, 
fcarce large enough to hold the Half of 
one’s Body. As this travelling in the Snow 

is a kind of Navigation, that the Veflel 
may fuffer the lefs Refiftance in its 
Courfe, it has'a fharp Head and a natrow 
p Keel, iike an ordinary Boat; and on 
this Keel it tumbles {0 from fide to fide, 
that if one takes not good Care, to ba- 
lance him(elf, it is in danger of overfetting 
every Moment. It is fixt by a Thong to 
the Collar of the Rait-deer, who, as 
foon as he finds himfelf on a firm beaten 
Road, runs with incredible Fury. If 
you wou’d ftop him, it avails little to pull 
a Sott of Rein tied to his Horns; wild 
and unmanageable, it will only make him 
changé his Track, or perhaps turn upon 
you, and revenge himelf by kicking. If 
this happens to a Laplander, he turns the 
Boat over him, and ufes it as a Buckkr 
F againit rhe Attacks of the Beaft; but 
their only Detence was a Stick each of 
them had in his Hand, by way of Rudder 
tu fteer their Courfe, and keep clear of 
the Trunks of Trees. The firft Part of 
their Journey was done in a Moment; 
their Flight over the Piain from the Houfe 
to the Foot of the Mountain, can be come 
os oniy to that of Birds, and tho’ the 
ountain, where was no Track, very 
much abated § Speed of § Deer, they foon 
got to the Top. While they made their 
Obdtervation, the Deer dug deepHoles in 
the Snow, and browzed the Mofs on 
the Rock ; and the Laplanders made a

I. N Amnefty and Reftirution to 

A Honours and Eftates, is promis’d 
to all that will accept of it. 2. Every 
Body to be difarm’d under Pain of Death. 
— 3. All Impofts, Subfidies, and Taxes, 
not paid during the time of the Revole, 
are to be forgiven, and not to be levied 
again cillafter the firft of Ofobcr.— 4. The 
Commiflary-Genera] of the Siland thall 
not, as heretofore, have Power to fend 
People to the Galleys, but Criminals fhall 
be fine to Genoa, to be tried according to 
the Forms of Jultice.—~ 5. The fupreme 
Tribunal of Corfica fhall confift of three 
Auditors, who fhall neither be Genoefe 
nor Corficans; but the inferior Judges 
fhall be Corficans, who fhall have Power 
to determine, without Appeal, all Caufes 
not exceeding soo Livres in Value, have- 
ing before no Cognizance of any above 
25 Livres.— 6.

caufe, as the Manufacture may be 
carried on by a much fewer number of 
Hands, with equal Advantage to our 
Trade in general, thofe who are em- 
ployed in the Needle-work way, are 
fo many Hands taken from other Arts 
and other Manufaétures, in which 
they might be employed to much bet- 
ter purpofe. I believe, Sir, it is not 
unknown to fome Gentlemen in this 
Houfe, that many of our Manufac- 
tures, very beneficial to the Empire, 
labour under great Difadvantages from 
the Dearnefs of Wages, occafioned by 
the Scarcity of Hands employed in 
them. But that Inconveniency would 
be foon removed, if the ufelefs People 
employed in this and other Manufac- 
tures were turned over co the Manu- 
factures that abfolutely require them. 
‘Thus the hon. Gentleman’s Objeétions 
arifing from his Tendernefs for thefe 
poor People, deprived of this way 
of earning their Bread, will be re- 
moved to the Advantage both of the 
Empire, and perhaps of themfelves. 
But to convince Gentlemen how un- 
reafonable this very Argument is, I 
fhall beg leave to apply it to other 
Cafes, where a Manufacture or an Art 
has received farther Improvements by 
. carrying Pa on witao fewer Hands. 
"There w Time, Sir, when all 
the | seaelliie of this Empire and the 
ret of Decu/ia was contained in Ma- 

QOo00 nalcripts, 
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nufcripts, the writing of which em- 
ployed great numbers of Hands, and 
took up a vait deal of ‘Time in re- 
copying. But, Sir, how ridiculous 
would it have been, if on the Difcovery A 
of the Art of Printing, the Tran{cribers 
and Copyers of thefe Manufcripts had 
joined in a Petition to the Legiflature, 
that it would be pleafed to prohibit the 
Art of Printing, for the fame Reafon 
which the hon. Gentleman now ufes, 
becaufe great Numbers would thereby B 
be deprived of bread! But admitting, 
Sir, this Inilance fhould be thought a 
little foreign to the prefent Purpofe, I 
fhall beg leave to mention another, 
which, I think, exaétly anfwers the 
Cafe of the Petitioners for this Bill :

Invention of working Stockings in the 
Loom was introduced, great numbers 
of the Subjects were reduced to Want, 
and in danger of Starving ; or that any 
Application was made to the Senate in 
their behalf. In all civilized Countries, 
Sir, Inventions for the Improvement E 
of Arts and Manufactures have been 
encouraged; fometimes Rewards, 
and fometimes exclufive Rights to ex- 
ercile them have been affign’d to the 
Inventors, who are always looked 
upon as Benefactors to their Country. 
Not only his Majelly and the gene- F 
tal Approbation of the Empire gave a 
Sanction to a late Invention for impro- 
ving one Branch of the Manufaéture 
of Raw Silk, but this very Houfe re- 
warded the ingenious Inventor with a 
Gratuity of 14,000 Sprugs. 
excellent Invention enabled us to carry 
on the Manufacture with fewer Hands 
than it required before, and was there- 
fore juftly look’d upon as a publick 
Advantage. Now, Sir, I fhould be 
glad to know, if Gehtlemen would not 
have thought it a very ridiculous Step * 
in the former Manufacturers, if the 
iad prefented a Petition to this Houfe, 
fetting forth, * That if the Ufe of the

* wanting Bread.” I believe, no Gen- 
tleman can fhéw me wherein a Petition 
of this Kind is different from the Peti- 
tions that gave rife to the Bill now un- 
der our Confideration. Nor can I 
imagine that any Argument can be 
advanced in favour of this Bill, that 
does not equally ferve againft the Im- 
provement, nay, the Invention of any 
Manufacture. The Longitude, Sir, 
is a Difcovery that would confequent- 
ly be a great Improvement of Naviga- 
tion, by rendering it more fafe, and 
Voyages performed in a fhorter Time, 
and fo make lefs Employ for Mariners. 
Were an ingenious Man to difcover the 
Longitude, would not our Sailors have 
as good Reafon to petition this Houfe 
again{t that Improvement of their Art, 
as the Needle-workers have to petition 
us againft the Improvement of theirs? 
and would they not have the fame 
Right to Redrefs ? Having therefore, I 
hope, fhewn that this Argument drawn 
from the greater number of Hands 
employed in the one Manufacture than 
are employed in the other, is unrea- 
fonable in itfelf, and attended with the 
grofleft Abfurdities, I fhall now pro- 
ceed to confider what Effet this Im- 
provement can have upon our Exports. 
I believe, Sir, it cannot be difputed 
that the cheaper a Manufacture is 
carried on by a Nation, the greater 
Quantities of that Manufacture will 
that Nation be able toexport. This 
Truth, I am afraid, appears but too 
plainly in the prefent State of the Li/- 
liputian Manufatures ; in which our 
Neighbours, the Blefu/cudians, being 
able to furnifh the fame Commodities 
at a cheaper Rate, underfell us at 
moft of the Markets in Degu/ia. 
Therefore, I think, Sir, it is undenia- 
ble that every Improvement, which, by 
diminifhing the number of Hands re- 
quired in a Manufa@ture, reduces the 
Price of the Commodity, ought to meet 
with Encouragement from this Houle. 
That the Method of weaving Buttons 
is 
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imore expeditious than that of Needle- 
working, has I think in effeét been 
owned by the honourable Gentleman, 
and the Counfel who have fpoke for 
the Bill. 
ditious the Method, the greater is 
the Reduction of Hands employed. Be- 
caufe, if a Man, who now deals to the

can do the iame Work that thefe eight 
Hands can do; and in as fhort a Time, 
he can difcharge four of his Hands, 
and thereby fave half his Expences, 
and confequently he will be able to 
ferve a foreign Market at a cheaper 
Rate than he could before have done. 
The good Effect of the Reduction of 
Hands employed in this Manutacture 
appears from the Examination of the 
Witneffes againft the Bill: For it has 
been proved, Sir, that, notwithftanding 


Now, Sir, the more expe- A 


Mohair and Raw Silk, yet when the 
Mohair and Raw Silk of an equal 
number of Buttons are weighed, the 
Materials employed ‘. the Loom ex- 
ceed thofe of the Needle-workers; 
and the other Materials employed in 
each Button, are not fo heavy as the 
Watte of the Raw Silk and Mohair 
which the Loom Manufatturers are 
obliged to make. But, Sir, befides 
this Anfwer drawn from a plain Fa@, 
that appeared at the Bar of your 
Houte ; give me leave to fay, that this 
Objection againft the Loom-Manufac- 
ture is a very ftrong Reafon that we 
ought to fupport it; for, as the In- 
tention of thefe Aéts was to encreafe 
the Confumption of our Commodities, 
therefore, whatever beft anfwers that 
Intention, beft deferves our Encourage- 
ment. Now, Sir, it appears that the 
Materials, befides thofe of Raw Silk 
and Mohair made ufe of by the Loom- 


the Obftruétions they have met with D Manufacturers, are the Produce of this 


from the Petitioners for the Bill, the 
Loom-ManufaCturers have exported 
larger Quantities, in proportion to the 
number of Dealers, than the Needle- 
workers have ever yet done ; and 


there is, Sir, an obvious Reafon for it, ¢ 


which is, that the Loom Manufaétu- 
yers not only can afford their Commo- 
dities much cheaper than the Needie- 
workers can, but their Commodities

fully proved at the Bar of this + 


Houfe. ‘There is, I think, only one 
Objeétion more, which I fhall beg 
leavetoan{wer : The Petitioners for the 
Bill alleged, that in the Loom-Manu- 
facture many Materials are ufed which 


are not Mohair, and that therefore the G 


Loom-workers in fome mea‘ure elude 
the Intent of the Ads of Senate, 
made for encouraging the Confumpti- 
on of that Commodity. ‘Ihis Alle- 
gationmight have had fome Weight ; 
but unfortunately, for the Petitioners, it 
is not grounded on Faét. For the 
Loom-Manufaéture does not elude the 
Intention of thefe Aéts of Senate, be- 
caufe, tho’ the Manufacturers indeed 
make ule of fome Materials befides 


Kingdom ; it appears, that their ufing 
them does not diminifh the Confump- 
tion of ‘the other Commodities; and 
therefore it undeniably follows, that 
the Loom-Manufacture is bett caleula- 
ted for anfwering the Intentions of the 
Legiflatare. 

Having thus, Sir, I think, obvia- 
ted the principal Arguments in favour 
of the Bill, [ fhall uow beg leave to 
put Gentlemen in mind that, by pafling 
it, we fhall do aT hing which I am {ure 
every Member of a Li//iputian Senate 
would willingly avoid; we make an 
Encroachment, Sir, upon the private 
Property of our Fellow-Subjedis. We 
deprive them of the natural Right 
which every Man, in a Land of Liber- 
ty, ought to enjoy, of gaining Bread in 
an honeft and lawful Way. Nay 
more, Sir, we give a total Difcourage- 
ment to any future Improvement of 
Arts and Manufactures.

Letusnot, Sir, 
draw upon us the Imputation of fo

concerned in every Step of this Na- 
ture we fha)l make. 
ftors, Sir, difcouraged the Improvers 
of Arts and Manufa¢tures, they could 
have had no ‘Title to the Gratitude of 
their Pofterity.
